The President told his news con- 
leronce h«* will put his signature 
to the measure later in the day. 
He added he has every reason to 
belit'V«* enactment of the tax re­ 
duction will be a stimulating fac­ 
tor in the American economy. 
Eisenhower decided to sign the 
bill into law 
the cuts will be ef­ 
fective tomorrow even though it 
throws his budget for the next year 
a billion dollars deeper in tht• r«'d. 
Shot Through Congress 
The measure shot through Con­ 
form, with a House vote of 395-1 
and a Senate tally of 72-8. It outs ; 
excise, or sales, taxes on dozens 1 
of products ranging from refriger­ 
ators to phone bills. It means sav­ 
ings for just about every person 
who spends money. 
Eisenhower told his news con­ 
ference the cuts voted bv Congress 
will 
reduce government 
revenue 
very considerably more than he 
reeom mended. 
He add«-d that 
h«* recognized, 
however, that the whole field is one 
that is open to discussion. And h«' 
said the cut probably will have a 
great effect toward stimulation of 
business.
